Motion Made in Home of Commons 


Calling for Public Investiga- 


tion, Is Defeated

London. Oct. 20. —' A motion made 


in the house of commons today call- 
ing for a public inquiry into reprisals 
in Ireland was withdrawn this even- 
ing after heated debate.
